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peoples of Greece and the United States of America by means of 
a visible monument in Athens and a continuing and beneficent 
stream of influence flowing from his foundation. We trust and 
believe that this purpose will be realized." 

The Greek Parliament has unanimously passed an act of ex- 
propriation by which will be conveyed to the American School 
as a site for the Gennadius Library a magnificent tract of land, 
lying above the present property of the School on the slopes of 
Mt. Lycabettus. The management of the School will therefore 
proceed at once with the designing and construction of the Genna- 
deion. 

It now remains for American classical scholars to prove that 
these unexampled gifts have been worthily bestowed. A brilliant 
future awaits the American School at Athens if they take advan- 
tage of the rare opportunities for research which this new foun- 
dation now opens to them.
